Many bugs deplete themselves of 
water as .(Ite days shorten and 
replace it with an antifreeze — 
glycerol — just as you prepare your 
car for winter as the cooler days ar- 
rlvd.- • 

The shorter days warn insects of 
the cold coming and they rid 
fltem.sclves of much of their body 
water, which can freeze when 
-.temperatures-drop. below 32 F...And. 
the change in daylight triggers pro- 
duction of glycerol, a simple alcohol 
with a _lower freezing point than 
water. 

"Those insects also replace much 
of their water weight with' fat, much' 
the same waya bear does." says Jim 
Llcbhcrr. entomologist at the New 
_ York State College of Agriculture 
and Life Sciences at Cornell Unlver-
